OUR “SHILLING”? FUND: AN URGENT CALL. 


AFTER eight weeks of incessant appeal on behalf of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE and Jewish World Belgian Relief Fund, only some 
£1,400 has been subscribed. This is somewhat disappointing. It is 
not as though the influx of refugees had stopped. Far from it! Men 
women and children are still coming in in considerable numbers, far 
faster than the material means for alleviating their distress. The 
great family which we have on our hands is being added to 
daily, and the anxieties of those in voluntary charge are aggravated 
in proportion. Yet the number of shillings so far sent to our 
Fund is only enough to provide for ’ the refugees for little 
more than a single week. This is not as it~ should be, 

grateful as we are to all who have given to, and to the many 
who have helped, the Fund by collecting for it and otherwise. We 
have a right to expect that the great mass of the community will sub. 
scribe to this Fund. It is not merely a few rich men whose interests 
are involved in this struggle, and for whom Belgium has been laid 
desolate. 
the agony of Belgium—the agony of these poor refugees—has pro- 
-bably saved us all from the very disasters that have fallen upon them. 
The part which Belgium has played in staying the onrush of the 
German horde has been a considerable element in shielding this 


country from the horrors of a great German invasion. That we 
should have been treated to the. same ruthlessness as was 
Belgium the wicked bombardment this week of unfortified 


towns by our enemies can leave us in no doubt. Each and all 
of us must bring the sacrifice demanded to the common altar— 
ex. Thisis atime for making sacrifice. The old charity 
* will not do. We must deny ourselves, if necessary. What is such an 
act of self-denial compared with the shipwreck of business and 
home, and the clouded future, from which the refugees have 
savedus? Nor let us forget the obligation we are still under day by day 
to brave Belgium in the stand she is making against the common foe. 
_ It is our sheer duty to aid and help those who have fallen on evi] 
times through the faithfulness, the valour, and the bravery of their 
country. We want everybody to give. We want them to give 
quickly. The need is urgent.. Jews must not be behindhand in doing 
their duty—especially to their fellow-Jews! 
THE ANGLO-JEWISH MEETING. | | 
THAT Mr. MONTEFIORE’S address to the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion on Sunday should have been spoken to a score or so of gentlemen 
—-mainly workers on the Association—is an unsatisfactory and 


a significant thing in contemporary Jewish life. Here we are, as the 
HAHAM truly said, at the turning point in Jewish history. At any 


moment the die may be cast which will better or mar the future of | 
Judaism, which may consign Jews to slavery or to freedom. Yet the 


Jewish public—even the subscribers to the Association—cannot be 
prevailed upon to go to the trouble. of attending to hear what the 
Association is doing in this grave matter. If Mr. MONTEFIORE 
had spoken about the mountains of Mars instead of the lives and 
happiness of the Jewish race no greater apathy could have been shqwn. 
Whose fault is it? Is it the fault of the Jews themselves or is it the 
fault of their organisation? The blame has to be sought in both 
courses. Only a minority of Jews, at least in this country, really care 
about the future (or'the present for that matter) of our: people as a 
people. Only a minority of them are-aware that the Anglo-Jewish 
Association controls half the membership of the Conjoint Committee 
or of the great task which that Committee has in hand. The delegates 
of the Association derive none of their authority from public election. 
They render no account of their stewardship. — The public have but the 
dimmest consciousness, if any, that the decisions of the Association 
may vitally influence the Jewish future, and their inertia is thus 
encouraged. How, then, can they be expected to feel any profound 
- interest in the meetings of the Association ? 
The Conjoint Committee. 

THIS brings us, indeed, straight to the heart of Mr. MONTEFIORE'S 
address. Nobody who has read that admirable deliverance will fail to 
be deeply impressed by its weight, its gravity of tone, and its eloquence, 
inspired by a realisation of the seriousness of events actual and 
impending, nor by the consciousness it manifests. of the vast serious- 
ness to us all of the present situation. But when Mr. MONTEFIORE 
deals with the communal organisation, to which we have just referred, 
he hardly does the critics what may be called ideal justice. He 
states, for instance, that “ the antagonism to the Conjoint Committee 
comes from the fact that on the Nationalist and Zionist questions its 
‘members do not see eye to eye with their critics, This is wide of 
the facts. The criticisms — there is no question of erengeares 
arise from the conviction that not only the Zionists oe ot ¥ 
sections of Jewry and phases of Jewish thought eo inadequately 
or not at all represented on the Committee. or our se 

we should speak even more strongly about the composition an

no hostility to the Committee. The sole desire is to strengthen it so 
that it shall be equal to its grave and momentous task. 


**SWOPPING HORSES.”’ 


MR. MONTEFIORE tells us that the Committee is the child:of two 
organisations, and that the parents would have to be consulted before 


But that is surely a matter that should not 
present any serious or insurmountable difficulties. Nor do we follow Mr. 
MONTEFIORE in his plea that we should not swop horses while cross- 
ing stream. We are not yet at the water’s edge, though we are progress- 
ing in that direction. But in any case there need not necessarily be a 
swopping of horses. What is proposed is to add to the team, so that 
it should be enabled to carry the new burden that is to be laid on 
its backs. The old horses, to employ Mr. MONTEFIORE’S simile, will. 
go on, and others will help them bear the additional weight cast upon 
them by the march of events. We are inclined from his words to 
believe that Mr. MONTEFIORE is not irrevocably tied to the old 
arrangements and organisation. In some fine sentences he 
pleads for “open-eyedness.” “ flexibility,” and “readiness to 
listen to the views and representations of those who differ 
from us in opinion.” He argued.that we must be guided by the good 
of the people, and, if necessary, must sacrifice our own-point of view 
if the contrary opinion will bring the persecuted Jewish masses 
happiness. From that contention we trust we are not unduly opti- 


| mistic in taking some hope. 


A True Representation. 


BuT the fairest, the best and the only rational way to discover which 
side should give and which should take, or whether each should both 
give and take, is to bring all sections of. thought into conference— 
by incorporating their representatives in the Committee’s personnel. 
That is why we have pleaded for a widening of the basis 
of the Conjoint Committee, and:still plead for it, earnestly and strenu- 
ously. Time is speeding on, as Dr. GASTER reminded the meeting. 
Any moment may see some miraculous and unexpected change—as 
unexpected as was the War itself to most men. The CHIEF 
RABBI blessed the Committee for not making a noise, but he was not 
able to assure us that the quiet modesty that so much appeals to him 
was accompanied by adequate preparations for the work with which | 
the Committee will presently be faced- Do not let such a 
crisis find us still unready, still arguing, and with the various sections 


of Jewry preparing each to go its own way for the prosecution of its 


own ideals. . We want to avoid this crowning tragedy, this folly 
unsurpassed even in a history brimful of political fatuity. We believe 
that a truly representative Conjéint Committee will be able to find 
common ground along which all sections could approach the 
Congress that will surely assemble after the War comes to an end. 
We ask that it should be formed and that it should get to work with its 
responsible task, so that it should be equipped against the fateful 
day ; and that it may speak for united Jewry—and, therefore, with 
irresistible effect—in the ears of all the world. ce 
THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES. | 

THE Board of Deputies is to meet on Sunday, and some state- 
ment may, we assume, be looked for upon the subject of the annua] 
meeting of the Board. At the last meeting, the question was raised 
of the abandonment for this year of this gathering, but no decision 
was then reached. We trust that in the interval which has since 
occurred, other counsels have prevailed. We know of no reason why 
the annual meeting should not be held+-the suggestion that delegates 
may not be able to attend, in thepresent disturbed state of things, 
does not call for serious consideration. But, on the ccatrary, there is, 
in our view, every reason why the gathering should take place. The 
Board of Deputies is the one representative centre at which Jews 
meet for the exchange of political views and the settlement of policy. 
It is at the Board, and at the Board alone, that the hazy ideas, the 
various aspirations, the nascent theories and ambitions, that are afloat 
in the community can crystallise into definite action. The annual 
meeting provides the best opportunity afforded to the Board for this 
process. It brings the Board into some touch with the communal 
rank and file. It enables it to understand something of the direction 
in which communal desires are tending. And above all the Board 
will from the meeting get to know what its representatives on the 
Conjoint Committee—for which, with the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
it is responsible—are expected to aim at, and how far they are 

“En rapport’ with the Community. 


Mr. MONTEFIORE, in his annual address to the latter body, made two 
things plain—that he recognises that the Conjoint Committee as it is 
at present constituted is not a fitting instrument wherewith to face the 
grave problems that are before us, and that he, at least, is willing 
that some step shall be taken towards making the Committee 
more representative of the whole community, rather than only of one 
section of Anglo-Jewry. His words and, better still, his aspira- 
tions ought to be backed up by as full a meeting--drawn from as 
wide an area as possible—as the Board of Deputies can assemble.

thing in deciding to take every step possible to place itself en rapport 
with the general opinion of the community, and will thus not miss the 
opportunity afforded by the holding of an annual meeting. 

JEWS AND WAR IN TURKEY. 

THE situation for Jews in more than one country Is a very 
anxious one just now, and it is only. reasonable, therefore, to expect 
that matters affecting them should at least be accurately handled by 
newspapers of standing. At the moment when Turkey definitely burnt 
her boats behind her and so recklessly entered the war, the Times. was 
very emphatic in attributing her political madness to Jewish influences. 
Turkey, it said, would never have moved beneath the banners of a 
German Kaiser had sane Moslems been at the helm in Constan- 
tinople. The SULTAN, it went on, did not want war. The genuine 
Moslem (?) statesmen did their best to avert a calamity. Who were 
responsible for this crowning act of folly which means the doom of 
Turkey? The original criminals were the members of the Committee 
of Union and Progress, most of whom are “ Crypto-Jews or atheists.”’ 
A variation of this was the other day quoted in the same journal when 
the fault for Turkey’s folly was ascribed to “ Jews, Gypsies, and: 
Germans,” The juxtaposition of Jews and Gypsies will be noted by 
those who recollect BURTON'S suppressed work. These Crypto-Jews, 
the Times declared, were bribed by Germany into betraying their 
country and the faith which was not theirs. Protests were made at 
the time against these insinuations, but full and effective reply 
has now come in unanswerable form—in the remarkable despatch 
addressed by Sir Louis MALLET, late British Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, to Sir EDWARD GREY, on the diplomatic rupture in 
Turkey. “There can be little doubt,’ Sir Louts writes, “that the 
Grand Vizier exercised what influence he had in favour of neutrality. 
DjJAVID Bey, the Minister of Finance, whose influence in favour of 
neutrality was of weight as representing the Jewish element ... 
became towards the end so formidable an obstacle to the fulfilment 
of German plans that instructions were sent from Berlin to force his 
resignation.” We have ventured to italictse some of the late 
Ambassador’s words.

How, we should like to know, does the Times reconcile 
this with its fulminations against the “ Crypto-Jews” as the authors 
of Turkey's “crowning act of folly”? A writer desiring to be 


scrupulously fair would at least have mentioned the fine stand for 


peace by DJAVID, BEY, to which the British Ambassador thought it 
right to do justice. He might even have gone so far as to point out, 
as Sir Louts did, that in this stand the Finance Minister represented 
the Jews, But the writer could only think of the Crypto-Jews 


_ bribed by Germany to betray their country “and the faith which was 


not theirs.’ The tendency to make the Jew the universal scape-goat 
is so marked that responsible publicists should exercise double care 
when they proceed to apportion guilt. Now that the late British 
Ambassador to Constantinople has indicated the true facts, the Times 
will no doubt do the fair and the just thing and correct an error 
which, though we are willing to believe that it was made in good faith, 
caused much regret at the time and probably did considerable harm.

ON BEING NOTHING. 
“A TALE OF EXTER-MARRIAGE.” 


HE problems of the Diaspora are m

7 r endeavours to keep it in that unnatural 
attitude will necessarily be such as will tax the powers of the most 
ingenious. To be a nation in the synagogue, and of all nations when 
we step outside, is a task requiring as much ingenuity as the main- 
taining of a triangle upon its apex. To be one people, bound Jew to 
Jew wherever a Jew breathes, and yet to be thorough Nationals of 
the various countries in which Jews live, is a task only comparable with 
the placing and maintaining of a triangle upon its apex. That in such 
circumstances we Jews behave with ever-recurring inconsistency ought 
not to be surprising. Nor ought our inconsistency to be made a cause 
of complaint by those who are not of our race, our creed, or 
our faith, The illogicality of the pfofessed anti-Semite is, _ if 
anything, more glaring than that exhibited by us. His illogicality is 
so unreasonable, and the course of conduct which his inconsistency dic- 
tates is so lacking in imagination and so full of brutality, as to place his case 
out of court with those who admire logic and detest inconsistency. The 
Jewish world-position is not of the Jew’s choosing. He is as little to blame 
for it as is the Belgian to be blamed for finding himself beneath the heet of 
the German jack-boot. The Jew resisted with no less bravery than did the 
Belgian. The Jew had to fight—as he has had to fight throughout the cen- 
turies—single-handed. There was no ally who would come to his side to 
avenge the trampling upon of his “neutrality,” or who would struggle to punish 
the violation of his national rights. That in the course of the centuries, 
Jews have come. to look upon their dishonour as honour; upon their 
wounds as marks of favour; upon their broken limbs as signs of distinction, 
which to repair would be dishonour, and to stay would be shame, is perhaps 
the highest tribute to the irresistible optimism of the Jew. This optimism 
is at once his weakness and his strength.

HE problems of the Diaspora are many and intricate. They arec m 
plex, and they are puzzling, for they are spun round a people that st: nds 
before the world as the world’s eternal paradox. Not the least of the teasing 
problems woven round the Jewish position is that of the relations which 


should subsist between us and those of other races, creeds and faiths—the- 


most intimate in the economy of life. Obedient to a rational and reasonable 
demand, we Jews take our place fully and freely, amid the nations 
in which we find ourselves. We are thrown amid the populations in which. 
we are dispersed.. We, with perfect justice, claim as our ‘rights and 
privileges the rights and privileges of our neighbours. We take our lot with 
them in all that concerns the nation of which we are citizens. We help 
to govern the nation hand in hand with our neighbours; we with 
them perform the duties demanded of citizenship. 
the life of the nation, we are naturally anxious to take part. It ought not to 
be a matter for wonder therefore that it so often happens that the relations 
thus set up are not broken off at the most intimate point of social unity, and 
that what is generally known as “inter-marriage’’ (but which should be 
called “ exter-marriage ’’) becomes increasingly prevalent among us. 


UMAN nature is human nature. If our young men and women-—-or 
for the matter of that, our older men and older women—mix freely, as 

is their right as citizens amidst the peoples among whom they are dispersed, 
it is unreasonable to expect—however much we may hope—that admiration, 
love, affection and devotion will not spring up between Jew and non-Jew, 
We take it as an axiom that exter-marriage means sooner or later for us 
ew rmination. 
ry cuatinned existence as a people. We have banned it by bell and by 
book. We gird at it as something dangerous which we have 


} o guard against. We grieve over those who slide away 
it. We watch the statistics of exter 
marriage with foreboding. Self-protection is the first law of human nature, 
and the fact that exter-marriage 1s prevalent ; the fact that it is vitally 
damaging to our people; and the fact that the soeial conditions which we 
demand are most likely to foster exter-marriage—these three facts forma 
problem of the Diaspora, 

UT the problem has a facet which too often we overlook. We almost 
~ yniversally regard exter-marriage only in its effect upon our people. We 
look upon it mainly, if not entirely, as regards the damage it does to 
Jewish prestige, and. the loss which it occasions us by the drift of which it 
is almost a certain portent. But there is another aspect. There is the: point 
of view of those who are personally concerned in alliances between Jews 
and non-Jews. What is the exact effect of these marriages in the purely 
domestic relations, in the homes which shelter them? Do such alliances 
tend to contented marital unions and to parental happiness? Are they 
desirable if looked at from the purely social point of view ? 


BROAD stream of light is thrown upon this aspect of the problem 
in a remarkable story that appears in the current number of the 
Jewish World. Itisa tale of exter-marriage reprinted from an Ameri- 
can magazine. It is a narrative written by one who was of Irish descent 
and of the Catholic faith, and who married a Jew. What she has to

say is illumining upon many points, and not least upon the sentiment that 
animates the American people in regard to Jews. The story that is 
told is a simple one. It has no particular plot, and its main interest 
lies in the fact that the development of the. story isin all probability truth. 
and not fiction. It is a natural working out of occurrences which are quite of 
The writer of the story tells of her. 
experiences ; of how she married a Jew because she admired him—admired 
his character and characteristics; and of how her married life confirmed, 
multiplied and accentuated her first impressions. Their union was happy as 
between themselves. But, notwithstanding all, she frankly declares that had 
she been able to foresee the experiences that became hers, she would not have 
married the man who loved and was devoted to her, and who was to her the 
ideal of what a husband should be. She would not have married him just 
because he was a Jew and she was a non-Jewess. She would not have 
married him for the sake of the child that had been born of the marriage, 


| because of the false and anomalous position in which the child was placed 


—a heritage of the false and anomalous position which she herself . 
occupied. She experienced the misery of being—nothing; of not being a 
Catholic, and not being a Jewess, although conformably with the arrange- 
ment come to between her husband and herself, she did not abjure her 
faith, and the child was brought up in the faith of his mother. Her com- 
plaint is not against Jews. She tells us that Jews, with all their faults, 
she found broad-minded, lenient, and:kindly. The misery she feels 
is because of the treatment she receives from Christians—treatment 
that is accorded to her because they despise her for having married 
a Jew. With wonderful power she depicts this state of affairs that 
has marred her life. With equal force she describes the “littlenesses ” 
which form the pin-pricks administered to her by her “ friends.” She shows 
how their animosity is aroused mainly through ignorance—through igno- 
rance of what the Jew is; by the misconception of what the Jew is like ; 
through the belief that resides in the populace that the caricature of the 
Jew is his true picture. Whatever was disliked in their married life by 
their Christian friends was put down to the Jew; whatever was admired was 
ascribed to the Irish birth of the non-Jewess. When their boy fell into 


‘disgrace at school it was the Jew in him that was to blame; when he 


showed his prowess and his courage and refused to sit down under the 
taunts of his school-mates—when he showed his physical capacity—it was 
“the Irish” within him that conquered. And in the end of this entrancing 
story the writer declares her one hope to be that the son of her marriage, 
who had been brought up as a Catholic, might marry—a Jewess ! 


HUS this engaging narrative—the chief literary merit of which is its per- 
fect realism, in the best sense of that much-abused term—would seem 

to point to our having mistaken the invariable trend of exter-marriage, 
Given certain conditions, it would appear that exter-marriage has not always 
the centrifugal effect with which it is debited. On the contrary, there are 
possible circumstances in which its effect may actually be centripetal, 
For the born Catholic, through her marriage to a Jew comes so to under- 
stand, to know, and to appreciate the Jew, that her one hope is that the 
son—the offspring of that marriage—Catholic though he be, shall take unto 
himself a Jewish wife. Yet this hop? is nourished in the same fond bosom 
that nurses the bitter regret that a Catholic became the wife of a Jew. Against 
the experience unfolded in this story there is the general knowledge which 
tells that'inevitably exter-marriage leads surely and certainly to a drift 
from the community is the second generation, if not to the loss of 
the Jew or Jewess who contracts it. But the story, apart from 
its literary merit which is high, shows that, as circumstances alter 
cases, sO cases can be altered by circumstances. General experience 
is nullified when exceptional conditions intervene. is_ diffi- 
cult: to believe that exter-marriages in the States, even given the 
conditions which are in this story shown to exist, result to Jews and 
Judaism in any way differently there from what they do in other countries 
of our dispersion. But whether this be so or not, “A Tale of Exter- 
Marriage” is added testimony to the difficulty, if not the impossibility, of 
the complete assimilation of the Jewess with the non-Jew, or the non-Jewess 
with the Jew as man and wife, so that they can become truly as “ one flesh.” 
*A Tale of Exter-Marriage,” too—and this is not by means its least 
importance—is abundant proof that in this problem the religious lapse is in 
itself after all not the most serious. A point far too frequently overlooked 
(and hence seldom alluded to) is that the social trouble that almost certainly 
ensues of exter-marriage is its direst offence—the social wrong each of those © 
contracting an exter-marriage does to the one chosen by each to be the 
nearest and dearest on earth. |

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SOME QUAINT JEWISH CUSTOMS. 


INTERESTING ADDRESS.’

Borrowed from Islam. 


[CONTINUED FROM 


Throughout North Africa numerous Jewish customs and ideas are directly 
borrowed from Islam. The Arabic language has become almost an integral part 
of their religion. A Rabbi who is dead is adored just like a Marabout with wax 
candles, libations and feasts. Even Mohammedan intolerance is copied, and any- 
body who is suspected of liberalism is tyrannised over by his brethren. 

It is an interesting fact, wh‘ch gives one furiousiy to think, that the author of 
a description of the Jewish Community at Tlemcen, :a Teacher in an Alliance 
School, Monsieur M. Nahon, himself, perhaps too liberal, suggests that the first 
thing to do in order to civilise our brethren is to chase the Arabic from Seminary 
and Synagogue ‘“‘chasser l’arabe du Midrasch et du temple.” Here in this room 
we should think, to put it mildly, that objection to the vernacular in the Synagogue 
was a sign of reaction. The local Rabbis, in\their practice, their interpretation of 
religion, their custume, their language are an exact reproduction of the tastes and 
tendencies of the population. They are regarded by their flock as successors of the 
old Dayanim. | | 

I will now mention a few of these customs. My notes are necessarily scrappy. 
It is difficult to systematise them, but, so far as possible, I have grouped them In 
two classes. Personal customs, dealing with birth, education, marriage, travel 
and death, and Festival Minhagim, dealing with feasts and fasts of the Jewish 
Calendar beginning with New Year and ending with Tisha B'Ab. 


An Only Son io Tripoli. | wi 
Sell the boy before circumcision, You can sell him for a franc, or even less, 
as long as you get some clothes for the child. This custom is thus explained— 
God is a jealous God and punishes the sins of the fathers upon-the children, but 


the effect of the sale is to make the son the child of the purchaser and so the. 


mysterious faults which weigh upon the true father will not touch the child. The 
Wachnacht in Germany is a parallel, and the Hollekreisch with its invocation of 
Holle or the Venus of Tannhauser, (See Perles ‘‘ Die Berner H.S. des Kleinen 
Aruch ” in the Graetz Jubelschrift.) . 


Another Custom. 


The only child’s hair must be allowed to grow for seven years. It is then cut 
and the occasion is a family feast. The boy is taken by his parents and their 
friends to the Great Synagogue at Tripoli, and there to the sound of music the 
boy's hair is cut. It is weighed against silver money and the money is distributed 
among the poor, or still better, sent to Palestine for the up' ee > of the tomb of a 
Saint. When the hair-cutting is at an end, sweets and , asi:s of brandy are 
offered to the bystanders. The only son should have a ring on one ear and another 
on one foot. That will protect him from death. The.mother should never leave 
her child alone, even for an instant. She should sleep near him and never turn 
her face away from him, The sisters of the only son must never do their hair on 
Sundays if they want to keep their brother alive. © pos 


A Barmitzvah at Samarcand. 


I was in Samarcand in 1897. The city was much more Russian than Bokhara 
which I had just left, but it preserves a good many of.the characteristics.of Central 
Asia. I was asked to visit'a Jewish notable and found quite a party seated on the 


ground around a little boy and gazing admiringly at him whilst he was holding 
forth, He was a Barmitzvah and was giving them a Derosho, a Barmitzvah 
speech, not thanking for presents or the feeble compliments of a festive board, but 
‘an exposition of scripture more or less midrashic. The entry of a European on 


the scene caused some excitement, and/ the worthy host immediately sent for a. 
When 


chair on which I sat in solitary state, high above the rest of the company. 
he had finished his oration the boy came to me and brought me a silken robe, such 
as wealthy merchants wear. With my characteristic tact, I immediately wrapped 
myself in the robe, kicked the chair away and sat down among the company ona 
convenient rug to their intense delight. Shortly after, I took my leave and when 
I had got well out of sight of the garden I removed the robe from upon me, 
tucked it round my arm and fled with my booty to my hotel. Since then the robe 
has served me more than once at afancy dress ball, and is now reposing among 
the artistic properties of a young painter who refuses to return it. 


The Ritual of a Departing Traveller. 


When I left Aleppo in the autumn of 1898 I came across a very pretty custom 
_ which I thus described in my “ Jews in Many Lands”: “I confess to feeling some 
emotion when my hosts applied to me the ritual of the departing traveller. It was 
a pretty God-speed with which I was conducted forth from the city. Psalm exxi. 
was solemntly recited as a dialogue between the citizens and their departing gest.”

“Tn addition, the poor mother sweeps-out the class-room where her daughter 
had been and the dust is collected. It will be kept ina little bag in the name of the , 
patient and will be placed on her pillow for three consecutive nights. The morn- 
ing after the third night at break of day a good old woman will take this dust and 
throw it into a cross road. 
“This is a most efficacious remedy against disease occasioned by: strong 
emotion whether happy or sad, and especially against such as the doctors declare 
to be consumption. Aes 
“If the ise fails of effect, another operation is performed called “ Tihlie.” 
The patient who remembers that she has had a fright or lively emotion in a 
particular house, asks the inhabitants to leave it for a fortnight. The request is 
rarely refused, because everybody knows the importance of the operation and its 
good effect. When the house has been deserted, the patient instals herself there, 
She must be quite alone, however big the room. She must dress altogether in 
white. She must not mention the name of God during the whole of the time she 
is shut up, for God is the enemy of Shedim, the ghosts whose good grace she is 
begging. Then at sunset, she washes her face and hands with a special water and 
immediately goes to.bed. In the room where the patient sleeps a little table is pre- 
pared in the old style. Upon it are placed plates containing eggs, barley, 
and fruit, In the centre, seven candles are burned all through the night. In the 
evening a good old woman who has been with the patient all day invites in a 
particular language all the ghosts or genii. to come and eat and give the patient 
hope of recovery. Then she recommends the patient to be courageous and goes 
away.’ Thus the patient spends seven nights after which she must recover 
her health, because she has seen the genii and has asked their pardon for any 
wrong she has done to them unwittingly, and for which they are punishing her, 
Everybody believes in these ideas. They are based on the principle that one 
must do everything to gain the sympathy of spirits who can injure and do good. 
You may laugh at this story, but we have spiritualists even in London, and a 
correspondence for which the Times can find place, even in this time of stress 
and excitement, proves that even the most scientific among us are not without their 
superstitions, 


A Wedding in the Mouski (Cairo). 


On the eve of Tabernacles in 1888 I saw a Jewish wedding. My dragoman, 
Mustapha Abdurrahman, was piloting me through the Bazaar of the Saddlers, when 
suddenly the strains of weird Arab music struck upon our ears. Like all Egyptians, 


passionately devoted to anything in the nature of a fantasia, my guide made 
me follow him to the source of the melody. We threaded our way through 
a narrow lane, the houses of which had a common gallery on the first floor, where 
three musicians were stationed. We climbéd up and found a room full of people. 
The beadJe of the Misseri Synagogue was there, and from the honour shewn him, 
I soon gathered that I was in a Jewish interior and not ina Moslem harem as I 
had hoped. The ceremony was just over, and the friends of the happy couple were 
congratulating them and taking refreshments at the same time. I, too, paid my 
respects to the bride, who sat beside her parents on a divan at.the end of the room, 
while her husband lingered shyly at the other. She was young, very young, and 
her husband was not much older, but as to her beauty I cannot speak, for she was 
thickly veiled, The bridal dress of some flimsy white stuff did not seem very 
different from what one wears in Europe, and, indeed, the similarity of the function 
to the wedding ‘‘at homes” which are growing so fashionable, struck me as 
ludicrously incongruous. The people were evidently poor, but everything was 
clean, and everybody most decorous and polite. The young man was an 
artisan, who certainly gave evidence of considerable mous in availing himself of 
what was practically three days’ holiday for his honeymoon, 


Marriages in Tripoli. 
‘The Jewess of Tripoli generally marries between 14 and 18 years old, Her 


‘dowry is intended for the purchase of her trousseau and is genérally between 400 


and 800 francs. In families of better circumstances. and (hey are few, it is 


sometimes as much as 2,000 francs. During the engagement, the engaged couple 
should not see each other. His fiancée has to hide when the young man visits his 
future father-in-law, but he is expected to offer presents to his fiancée every festival. 
Some weeks before the marriage, they have a custom evidently derived from the 
The bridegroom buys wool enough for one or two mattresses. Both 
families meet at his house and goto the seashore to wash this wool. The procession 
marches through the streets singing. When they get to the seashore they spread 
the wool on the water, wash it, and beat it with rods. On the sand they partake 
of a banquet ‘of fruit and biscuits with plenty of brandy, for the Tripolitans 
are fond of brandy. The bride's father gives them a dinner when they come 
home. A few days later, an evening is arranged for fixing the date of the marriage. 
While the party is enlivened by discordant music, corn brought by the bride and 
dried raisins brought by the bridegroom are thrown into a sieve, which is shaken 
out and the siftings eaten by little children. This isa symbol of abundance and 
good luck. A week before the wedding, which always takes place on a 
Wednesday, a series of feasts commences. There are eight evening parties, each 
of which differs from the other: thus the Friday night is the girl's evening, 
because the young female relatives and friends of the bride come to spend the whole 
evening and the next day with their friend. On the Sunday morning, the bride- 
groom buys a sheep's heart and sends it to the parents of the bride. They roast 
it and give it to their daughter to eat after reserving a portion for the bridegroom, 
The result of this procedure is to make the couple live in amity ever afterwards, 
and both to love each other.. On the same evening, the young man sends his bride 
a basket containing a number of articles ; Suenhanante sort of veiling), soap, perfumes, 
looking glass, a comb, candles. sugar, and two eggs. He also sends a pair of | 
slippers to each member of his fiancée’s family. The eggs are placed on alittle — 

stone mill. The sugar is offered by the bride to the women and girls round her, 
each of whom gives her a bit, which she is expected to eat while looking at herself 
in the glass. On the seventh night the bride is veiled and the relatives and friends 
of both families pass before her and throw her pieces of money, silver or gold. 

Every night the women deck up the bride. Her hands, hair, and even her feet are 

smeared with henna. Her eyelashes and eyebrows, face and lips, are painted with 


| different substances, such as‘kohl, cinnabar, or nut shells. On

the bride, decked out in her best, is brought by her husband to their new 
house. She is covered with a long veil, and is not supposed to make the slightest 


| movement or show any fatigue. Two girl friends or relations support her on either 


side and make her walk with an exaggeratedly slow step. If the distance is long, 
they have a chair with them to sit down upon and rest, A largecrowd attends the 
procession. Some lamps are carried on high sticks to show the way. Twoor — 
three musicians utter cries as though they were the prey to great torture. The 
women squeak to show their joy. When near her new house, the bride gets in 
front of the procession and hurries to enter. She takes a pitcher full of water 
which is ready waiting, mounts to the roof and throws it over the place where her 
new companion is to pass. He pronounces the words, “If I forget thee, Jerusalem, 
may my right hand forget itself.” As she enters ber new house the young bride 
takes two eggs (those which bad been put on the mill) out of her pocket, throws 
them against the wall, the one above the door outside ard the other inside. This 


‘is an infallible means of preservation against the evil eye. When her husband's 


attention is distracted, she takes one of his garments, places it on a sofa and sits upon 
it. This is the Eve symbol of the mastery she intends to exercise in her ménage :

JEWISH NATIONALISM, ANTI-SEMITISM, 
AND JEWISH REPESENTATIVES. 


To THE Epiror.—From Mr, BENJAMIN GRAD, Windsor Chambers, 


20, Great St. Helen’s, 


S1R,—Having been disappointed half a dozen times by dull papers, on subjects 
of fifth-rate importance which pass as “ Contributions to Jewish History,” at the 
Jewish Historical Society of England, I stayed quietly at home on Monday last, 


and missed the discussion following on “ Treitschke and Graetz.” 


If your report of the proceedings is correct, both Dr. Israel Abrahams and 
Mr. Lucien Wolf are of opinion that the sympathy which certain anti-Semites 
feel, or profess to feel, for the Zionist ideal is a sufficient reason for Jews to 
dissociate themselves from Zionism. 

Now such an opinion, expressed at a Boys’ Debating Society, could be simply 
put down to silliness, but when expressed by two past Presidents of the Jewish 
Historical Society of England, I am afraid it is something worse. It is a proof of 
the absence of any real Jewish consciousness, and of the belief that by sub- 
servience to avowed anti-Semites one may escape the consequences of anti 
Semitism’. On the same level was Mr. Israel Zangwill’s reply to Mr. H. G. Wells, 
That great sociologist, after a fortnight’s stay with English friends‘at Moscow, has 
proclaimed to the world his discovery that “Russia is the country where Christianity 


| is lived.” The'sneering question “per favour of the Daily Chronicle,” the real mean- 


ing of which was “‘And.now what should prevent the Jews clearing out from this 
country?” Mr. Zangwill indeed felt to sting a little. His reply was to the effect 
that of course the Jews are quite willing to re-establish themselves in Palestine if 
that re-establishment will be assisted by non-Jews as a friendly and sympathetic 
action; but if the re-establishment of the Jewish State be viewed by non-Jews 
chiefly as getting rid of the Jews, then Mr. Zangwill no longer desires the restora- 
tion of the Jewish people to their ancient land. It reminds one vf a sentence which 
the youthful Schiller (I believe he wrote it when le was barely out.of his teens) 
puts into the mouth of his Fiesco. Fiesco has formed aconspiracy. to overthrow 
the tyrannical Doge of Venice. The Doge, having been warned of the plot again: 
his life, informs his adversaries that next night he will sleep without his body- 
guard, whereupon Fiesco exclaims “A feeble old man of eighty beats with a dozen 


_ words a picked troop of four thousand resolute men who have sworn to sacrifice 


their lives for the common weal.” Either the common weal demanded that the 
Doge's rule should be overthrown, and in that case the presence or absence of his 
bodyguard was of no consequence, or else it was not common weal but personal 
ambition which prompted Fiesco, and then, perhaps, his attitude may be intelli- 
gible. The attitude of Mr. Wells or anybody else professing, or, indeed, feeling 
sympathy with the Zionist movement, not out of friendliness, but, on the contrary, 
out of antipathy towards the Jews, should be a factor of very secondary importanca 
to any leader in the Jewish national movement. Mr. Zangwill, who by some is or 
was regarded as the successor of Herzl, in his reply clearly proves that he does 
not know his own mind, whether the cause of the Jewish people is his cause, or if 
he is an Englishman of Jewish descent who is kind enough to lenda hand in helping 
“those foreign Jews.” | | 

It may be undue pessimism, but I fear that the eloquent appeals of Mr. Louis 
Kletz and others for the organisation of a really representative body to act on 
behalf of Jewish interests have been made in vain. There are not in this country 


among men of position and influence British Jews who realise that a man can - 


fully perform all his duties as a British citizen and yet be loyal to the Jewish 
nation. A certain member of the Anglo-Jewish clergy, who enjoys a deserved 
popularity among Wesleyan Ministers and members of Nonconformist Literary 


Societies, has a very effective way of introducing his remarks upon the position of ' 


Jews in this country. He tells his audience how, as a boy, he went to the same 


| school and was taught the same subjects as other English boys; that Agincourt 


and Crecy were as real to him as to all his contemporaries, and that he was as fond 
of Dickens as any of his audience. His father took care, however, to keep 


“Oliver Twist” under lock and key, so that the boy should not be hurt by the 


unjust pictures of the Jew which the author presents in Fagin. “Yet when he did 
read that book for the first time at about the age of fifteen, he was not in the least 
hurt, for he simply could not believe that Fagin was a Jew, any more than he 
could believe that Bill Sykes was a Christian.” I have witnessed the splendid 
way in which such an announcement goes down with an audience of youthful 
congregationalists, but I confess that the idea occurred to me: “Of 
course, it is quite true that Fagin no more represents a confessor of th* 
Jewish religion than Bill Sykes a Christian, but the difference is that Bill 
Sykes in all his ugliness represents the type of an Englishman who actually, though 
rarely, occurs in real life, whilst Fagin is a Jew who could only have existed in the 
imagination of the author (who later on very fairly admitted it himself).” 

-What reply could the reverend gentleman give if any of his audience would 
put to him the question, ‘I quite agree that Bill Sykes was not a Christian, but 
nevertheless he was an Englishman. I also agree that Fagin’s profession of 
Judaism may be justly repudiated, but is he not a Jew for all that ? i 


The evident sincerity of that Jewish clergyman’s British patriotism manifested 


nly more clearly his lack of Jewish national feelings, Which in the long run will 


prevail? the influence of Judaism as a religion upon Englishmen of the Mosaic 
faith, or all the intellectual, moral, and political influence of participation in active 
British civic life. upon Englishmen of Jewish descent, who repudiate Jewish 
nationality ? i 

Another member of the Anglo-Jewish clergy propounded in my hearing the 
following observation. The question under discussion was, “ What constitutes at 
present the real tie between Jews of various countries?” He spoke of some instances 
of men, like the late Sir Julius Vogel, whose connection with Judaism during their 
lifetime. was so slender as to be hardly perceptible, and he said that in many case$ 
to determine whether a person was or was not a Jew demands a post mortem, just 
like the determination of the particular disease of which the person died. This 
particular estimate of Judaism as a living force, coming from a Jewish Minister, 
did not appear strange to any member of that most exalted of all Jewish debating 
societies. 

A few, days before the re-opening of the Law Courts I asked a Jewish barrister 
es Why should not Lord Reading have a procession of lawyers to the Synagogue, 
‘ust liké the Roman Catholic judges had theirs to Westminster Cathedral?” The 
reply I received was, “ Why, if you suggest such a thing to Lord Reading he will 
simply laugh at you.” 


When Mr, Symmons was-entertained by the Maccabeans upon his appoints 
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ment as police magistrate, one of the after-dinner speakers—Judge Rentoul— . 


mentioned that he had beer on very friendly terms with Mr. Symmons for the las 
twenty-five years, but it was not until the previous week, when he was invited to the 
dinner, that he learned that Mr. Symmons professes the Jewish religion. Therea 
there was great cheering—it did not occur to any of the representatives of the Anglo. 
Jewish Bar, who obviously felt keen gratitude to Judge Rentoul for having treated 
his Jewish colleague as he would treat any other colleague, that Mr. Symmons 
reticence did not do him particular credit as a Jew. 

Some sixteen years ago I had several most interesting talks on English Jewry, 
which I did not then know from personal observation, with the late Professor 
Wertheimer, the genial Grand Rabbin of Geneva, He was extolling the character 
of the late Fréderic Mocatta and praising that philanthropist’s strict observance 
of Jewish laws. He made the comment: “En Angleterre c est trés bien vu.” 
That shrewd observer explained to me the connection between the hold of the 
Anglican Church on the English aristocracy and the loyalty of leading Jews in 
England to the Jewish religion. 

Only in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE there appeared a letter from Mr, 
Louis Davidson, in which he quoted the words written to him by a devout 
Christian lady concerning the. proposed Jewish Battalion. .“ You are such 
thorough Englishmen,” said the lady, “that I do not see the sense ” (of forming a 
separate unit). And Mr. Davidson sends this opinion to the Press with gusto, as 
if the highest praise had been given by his correspondent to him and his fellow- 
Jews. He does not see the unintended insult in the lady's very true 
outburst—the jeer at him and his fellow-Jews that they have not had the moral 
courage either to resist the pretence of complete assimilation or the moral courage 

One might go on multiplying these instances indefinitely, but I believe thay 
‘any thoughtful reader will agree with the statement that in England a considerable 
number of the Jews of the “ upper classes” remain professing Jews because their 
English friends attend Church Services. The real needs of the Jewish nation do 
not appeal to them, in most cases because they are not understood, and in some 
because the Englishman of the Jewish persuasion derives more advantage from 
being an Englishman than from being a national Jew. Only the other day a young 
Civil Servant with a distinguished career at Cambridge, in opposing the opener of 
a debate, ‘‘ That Nationalism is essential to Judaism,” gave as his strongest ground 
for his anti-Zionist attitude the following reasoning :—‘‘If Jews had a country of 
their own, why, Englishmen would point out to them with scorn ‘ You go to your 
own country.’ 

With these representatives of Anglo-Jewry, it is hopeless to re-form any

THE BOOKS OF THE MACCABEES. 


“In those days arose Mattathias, the son of John, the son of Simeon, a 
priest of the sons of Joarab, from Jerusalem, and dwelt in Modin, And he 
had five sons, Johannan, called Caddis - q 
was calied Maccabeus ; Eleazar, called Aoar

During the latter period of the Second Temple there grew up in 
Palestine and Egypt a collection of Jewish writings which are known as the 
Apocrypha. For one reason or another these writings were not received 
into the Canon of Scripture ;. they were not regarded as having sacred 
-anthority; they were denominated OED “ outside books.” There 
came atime. when it was found necessary to determine once and for all 
which of the religious writings of the Jewish people should be regarded 
as inspired by the Holy Spirit. Many a discussion ‘took place among 
the Raboins to decide this momentous question. As to the books 
of the Law, there could be no difficulty in coming to an. agreement. 
From the time of Ezra, at the latest, the Pentateuch -had been 
universally received among Jews as the most sacred and authori- 
tative of the literary treasures that had come down to them from antiquity. 
Then; in the second degree of sanctity, came the Prophets. As to these 
also there was a general agreement, although some of the Rabbins appear 
‘to have been opposed to the inclusion of Ezekielinthe Canon. The poetical 
and other books of Scripture formed the third part—the Hagiographa. But 
as to the contents of this third part there was less agreement. Some of the 
heads of the Synagogue were for excluding Proverbs, others were opposed 
to the claims of Ecclesiastes and the Song of Songs, and yet others would 
have excluded the Book-of Esther. In the end, however, all these works 
were retained among the sacred writings. As to other Jewish works, for 
fear they should come to be regarded as having Scripturai 2authorigy, the 
reading of them was discouraged altogether. They were hidden away, and 
hence the term “ Apocrypha.’ Some were written in Hebrew, others were 
compiled in Greek, and reflect the influence of Greek thought upon the 
Greek-speaking communities which flourished outside Palestine. |

Jewish Value of the Apocrypha. 


Speaking of the Aprocryphal writings as a whole, we may say that they 
belong to the decaying period of the nation’s life and literary genius. They 
lack the originality and freshness that characterise the books of the Bible. 
Prophecy:had ceased, the great creative period of Jewish literature was 
past. The writers of the Apocrypha had little to reveal that was new; they 
depended rather upon such truths and principles as had been already 
revealed to former generations of Israelites. But although vastly.inferior in 
meritto the books of the Bible, the Apocrypha, nevertheless, has a considerable 
value for Jewish readers, inasmuch as it forms an integral part of the national 
literature, and comprises some of the only records that survive of a period 
of the Second Temple which would otherwise be almost unknown to us. It 
throws the light of intormation on the development of Jewish thought and 
institutions in the centuries immediately preceding the Christian era, and 
thus helps to fill up a blank in our understariding of a portion of Jewish 
history that would otherwise be exceedingly obscure. Like the books of 
the Bible, those of the Apocrypha are of various kinds. Some of them are 
historical and narrational, and some are prophetic in form; others are lyric 
and yet others are didactic. It is to the historical portion of the Apocrypha 
that the Books of the Maccabees, and in particular the First Book, belong, 


The First Book of the Maccabees. 


The First Book of the Maccabees is the chief authentic history of the 
events ‘which the festival of Chanucah commemorates. It is from thi, 
source that we derive the original account of the struggle which Judas 
Maccabeus waged with the forces of Antiochus Epiphanes, This First 
Book is the work of a devout and patriotic Palestinian Jew, who was 


thoroughly acquainted with the events about which he wrote and with the 
topography of the country in which they happened. 
follows with an intense interest and sympathy. At times his enthusiasm 
rises to a pitch of eloquence which recalls the poetry of the ancient 
Hebrews and the songs of Israel’s psalmists.' But, generally speaking, his 
style is simple, terse and restrained, and is modelled on the historical books 
of the Old Testament. The account is so vivid throughout that we may 
well believe that the author was an eye-witness of, and to some extent 
participated in, the events he records. Some of the Apocryphal books 
were composed in Greek, being written by Alexandrian Jews. But the 
First Book of the Maccabees was composed in Palestine, and written 
in Hebrew, though it has only come down to us in a Greek version, 
Perhaps, one day, the original Hebrew may be discovered, in the 
same way as the original Hebrew of Ecclesiasticus came to light some time 
ago in ‘an old storehouse of Jewish manuscripts which had been hidden 
away for many. hundreds of years in Cairo. This history of the Maccabees 
extends from the accession of Antiochus Epiphanes to the death of Simon. 
It treats, to begin with, of the circumstances in which the Maccabean revolt 
took its rise, and describes the religious persecution which the Syrian King 
set on foot. Then we come to the uprising of Mattathias and his sons in 
the city of Modin, to which the king's officers had come demanding that this 
distinguished family should offer sacrifice to Greek idols. To this demand 
Mattathias replies: “ Heaven forbid that we should forsake the Law — 
the ordinances. We will not hearken to the king s words, to go aside fan 
our worship, on the right hand or on the left.” What follows eo the 
- familiar story of the destruction of the heathen altar and the king s officers 
who had set it up; the flight of the Hasmonean family and their sym- 
pathisers into the mountains, where, for some time, they pa _ a 
guerilla warfare against the oppressors ; the death of the age ; atta ies 
the selection of Judas Maccabeus from his five sons to take charge of the

The institution of Chanucah. 


The account of the institution of the feast of Chanueah is told in these 


simple words: “ And they rose up early in the morning on the twenty-fifth 
day of the ninth month, which is the month Kislev, and offered sacrifice 


according to the Law upon the new altar of burnt-offerings which they had 
made. At what time and on what day the Gentiles had profaned it, even on 
that day was it dedicated afresh, with songs and harps and lutes, and with 
cymbals. And all the people fell upon their faces and worshipped, and gave 
praise unto Heaven, which had given them good success. And they kept 
the dedication of the altar eight days, and offered burnt-offerings with 
gladness, and sacrificed a sacrifice of deliverance and praise, And they 
decked the forefront of the temple with crowns of gold and small shields, 
and dedicated afresh the gates and the priests’ chambers, and made doors 
for them. And there was exceeding great gladness among the people, and 
the reproach of the Gentiles was turned away. And Judas and his brethren 
and the whole congregation of Israel ordained that the days of the 
dedication of the altar should be kept in their seasons from year te 
year, by the space of eight days from the 25th day of the month 
Kislev, with gladness and joy.” But the history of the Maccabean 
struggle of independence did not end with the dedication of the 
Temple. It was only a temporary suspension of hostilities, an 
interval which Judas had utilised for the restoration of Jewish worship. 
Shortly afterwards the brave warrior had to take the field again. It was 
only after suffering a serious reverse, in which one of the five brothers 
fell, that they finally achieved their religious independence, But though 
religiously free, they were still subject to the Syrians politically. In its 
subsequent phases the Maccabean War became a struggle for political 
independence. While fighting for this independence Judas Maccabeus fell 
in battle, in an engagement in which he was overwhelmed by sheer force 


of numbers; all but 800 of his 3,000 men having deserted him at the -— 


sight of the immense army which the Syrians had collected. Thus ended 
the career of this great leader—the noblest hero, the bravest General 
with which a country has ever been blessed—but not before he had 
achieved the supreme object for which the Hasmonean patriots laid down 
their lives—the preservation of the Jewish religion. In due course, as 
we read later, his brother Simon suceeded in throwing off entirely the. 
Syrian yoke, and in once more establishing a Jewish monarchy. Never 
since the exile had the country enjoyed such material and spiritual well- 
being. In the words of the Maccabean chronicler: “* The land had rest 
all the days of Simon ,.. and they tilled their land in peace ... they 
sat each man under his vine and under his fig-tree, and there was none 


to make them afraid ... the Law he searched out... he glorified the | 


sanctuary.” | 
The Second Book of Maccabees. 

The Second Book of Maccabees is aless authentic history. It was 
written in Greek; and its object was to set before the Jews of the Diaspora 
the importance of observing the Maccabean feast. It is to this Second 
Book that we are indebted for the story of the martyrdom of the aged 
Eliezer, and that pathetic story of the mother and her seven sons who 
suffered the most painful deaths rather than forswear their religion. These 
stories have been an inspiration not to Jewsonly, but to the Christian Church, 
which during the first four centuries of its existence celebrated a special 
feast in honour of the Maccabean martyrs. One is inclined to ask why so 
stirring a history as that of the Maccabean revolt has found no place in the 
Biblical records, while the less important story of Esther and Mordecai'was 
included in the Canon. No doubt the Rabbins were guided by a sound 
instinct in such matters. But the fact remains that the Biblical feast of 
Purim appears to be gradually falling out of modern Jewish life, whereas 
Chanucah has not only held its own, buthas survived to become one of the 
most popular of Jewish celebrations in these times. And the reason is not 


‘far to seek. The spiritual elements of which the Chanucah story is so full 


appeal to the imagination of modern Jews, who read in them the great 
lessons which Judaism has been preserved to teach, and which it: will 
continue to proclaim until they have become the common possession of 
all humanity.

ANNUAL MEETING. 
YEAR'S WORK. 
JEWS AND THE WAR. 


THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE AND ITS FUTURE. 


The annual meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held last Sunday at 
the Central Synagogue Chambers. Mr. CLAupEG. MONTEFIORE, the President, 
was in the Chair.

A letter was read from M. Narcisse Leven, the President, and M. Jacques 
Bigart, Secretary, of the Alliance Israelite Universelle, expressing regret at the 
fact that owing to the War several members of the Central Committee were at the 
Front, and that others were prevented by age from being present, and that there- 
fore the Alliance was unable to be represented at the annual meeting. The writers 
added: “We have not waited for the fraternity of arms which at the present 
moment is uniting English and French soldiers under the flag of Right to work in 
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h persons are a very small number indeed out of those who could afford 
or halfa year. And [hold that no one does his duty to the 
Jewish brotherhood, who, if he can afford it, does not give a small regular sem 
which shall be spent for Jewish" purposes outside of England. Some people may 
say: “If I give to the Board of Guardians, that is enough.” I vey Prope adequacy. 
You must not wait for the brother to come here before you admit is claim > your 
help must go out to him, you must send it out to him, while he is still in his own 
country. You must have the imagination to think of him, even though physically 
he is a long way off, You must recognise the bond which unites all members of 
your religious brotherhood together by helping those who need your help, even 
though, or just because, they will never enter your country or become inscribed 
among your people. If it be said it is not for me to teach other folk their duty, 
it is at all events for me to show clearly the precarious condition of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. For it is impossible for us to restrict our expenditure to the 
limits of our income. We cannot cut the coat of our work according to the cloth 
of our income. We do little enough, heaven knows, painfully little in comparison 
with that which it might be expected that the one comprehensive, Jewish, foreign, 
missionary, society of the British Empire should do. But even we cannot limit 
our yearly expenditure to £2,622. Our ordinary expenditure for the past year 
amounted to £5,284, or just a very little more than twice the amount of our 
income. We all know what our method for the last dozen years or so has been. 
We have sought to cover the yearly deficit by a big triennial appeal. Itis an 
odd thing that the figure of our deficit this year (£2,662), multiplied by three, 
comes almost precisely to £8,000—the sum which we asked for, and did not get, 
at our last dinner. And here is where my 3 : 


ANXIETY ABOUT SUBSCRIPTIONS AND SUBSCRIBERS IS ACCENTUATED. 


It is quite doubtful when we shall be able to hold another dinner with advantage 
and success. We may have to depend upon subscriptions in the future even more 
than in the past. Now I am well aware that it will be difficult to increase them. 


If it has been difficult before, it will be still more difficult now. The efforts that 
have been made in previous years in various directions and in various ways have 
not been, encouraging, and have not givén much reward and stimulus to those

_In moving the adoption of the annual report and balance sheet, the PRESIDENT 
delivered the following : 
ADDRESS. 


He said: Under awful and unexampled circumstances and conditions, both for 
our nation and our community, I rise to move the adoption of the forty-third 
Annual Report. It does not seem to me that at such a time you will think it well 
that our proceedings to-day should be unduly prolonged, or that my own speech 
should be quite on the usual lines, or on the usual, I fear, somewhat ample, scale. 
It is, however, right that I should put before you and the public the financial 
position of the Association. In the year which ended in May 1913, our subscrip- 
tions from the branches amounted to £774 and from London to £583. In the 
year which ended in May 1914, there was, I am glad to Say, an increase, though a 
small increase, from both sources. The branches gave us £819 and London 
£594—a total of £1/413 as against £1,357 in the previous year, or an increase of 
£50. I need, however, scarcely say that these figures are still very unsatisfactory 
and inadequate. If the An 
lack of regular subscriptions would matter less. But the interest on our invest- 
ments only brought us in the puny sum of £293. If, then, we add that sum to the 
subscriptions, and to the result add also the £900 received from the house of 
Rothschild towards the upkeep of the Evelina School, together with about £16 of 
customary donations, we attain to a poor total of £2,622, which may be regarded as 
the ordinary and regular income of the Anglo-Jewish Association, I do not know 
whether the blame lies upon the President, or upon the community, or upon both

or, rather, perhaps, covers me with a sense of humiliation and shame. ‘It i 
possible that some persons may show their interest in the members of the lowish 
brotherhood outside England, and express their sense of obligation to the Jewish 
bond, by donations to other bodies, such as some Zionist or Territorial 
Organisation, over and above the Anglo-Jewish Association.

A very rough calculation makes me believe 
that the total number of our subscribers in London is at present about 500, Should 
we not seek to turn this number soon into at least 1,000? But I turn now from the 
income side of the balance-sheet to the expenditure—to the work which with that 
expenditure was performed. Up till the outbreak of the War the various schools 
subventioned by the Association, most of -which belong to the Alliance Israélite, 
were pursuing the even tenour of their way and continuing their excellent‘labours. 
The results of the Balkan Wars have brought it about that Salonika, which 
used to figure among the Turkish schools, has now to be subsumed under 


Greece. It might have been hoped that the £195 given to Salonika would 


now be saved, But such a saving is, for the present, impossible. We all 
know that the position of the big Jewish Community in Salonika is causin 
considerable anxiety. For some time, at any rate, there can be no question i 
should imagine, of the closing of the Alliance Schools in that 
shall be called upon to do our part. It is pleasant to hear that the tried English 
master speaks with high appreciation, not only of the zeal and industry of the boys 
under his charge, but also of their excellent bearing and conduct. ; In Egypt £165 
is allotted to the teaching of English at Tantah and Alexandria. Here again the

‘‘Dad’s Dear Regiment.” 


The following letter is from Pte. George Nathan, H.A.C., to his parents :-— 
Thank God I am well and happy. I suppose you will have seen in 
the papers that the Regiment has suffered slight casualties—which one must 
expect. We are working well—we had a congratulatory message from our 
Colonel to-day, who said he was extremely proud of us, and we were exceeding 
his expectations beyond all bounds, both in discipline, hardiness and general good 


work. Fine, eh?. Tell dad that by a strange coincidence I am brigaded with the 


2nd Battalion of Lauding’s Regiment, also his own dear old Regiment (or what is 
left of them). When they relieved me from ‘my work’ the other night, I let my 
thoughts wander a bit—in fact, although one or two ‘ Jack Johnsons’ were busy 
around us, I turned to the Sergeant in charge of relief and said, ‘Come on, old 
chap, there is no other lot I should like to see take my place." He asked why, 
and I told him that my dear father had served in the ranks of his fine regiment, a 
regiment which by its glorious conduct out here has, without a doubt, a finer 
name among Tommies at the present time than any other. . «. .'' 


An Interesting Diary of Events. 


Pte. Nathan, in the course of another letter to his parents from. the 
‘Front, states“' . . . You will no doubt be surprised to hear from me 
again so soon, but I have been having a short period of rest, and of course 
one of my greatest delights and comforts is to have a chat on paper with 
all the dear folks. I very rarely write from the same place twice. I am miles 
away from where I wrote you last—of course you know that we have no railway 
or motor-bus or tramcar where we are, and every yard of road has to be covered 
on * Shanks's Pony.’

The following letter'is from Pte. George Harris at the front to his mother, 
is, Spital Square :—

“You can send as many cigarettes as you like; they will be forwarded all right. oe 


Plenty of our fellows are receiving them. I received a letter from Aunt Sophie the 
same time as yours, and she writes about, Morry and his two brothers and Aunt 
Minnie’s John enlisting. It is about the best thing to do at present. About an 
hour and a half after I received your letter of the 15th ult., I was in a certain 
village in the north of France on a fatigue. There was a lance-corporal and 
eight men, and we were going to the church we were staying at, when there was a 
whizz-zz, and a shell burst about twenty yards from us. We had hardly got under 
shelter for another one came and it killed a ?and wounded another. The 
next one broke a lump out of the church, and we had a lively time of it from 3.30 
in the afternoon till about 7 o'clock in the evening. At the time of writing we are 
still in the village, except that we are quartered ata hat factory. It is a splendid 
show with a fine river at the back and fields.” 


Fifteen Days in the Trenches." 


The following letter was sent by Pte. M. Kurtzman, Seaforth Highlanders 
(wounded), to his mother in Edinburgh :— 

“. . . After my long experience in India of seven years I have been 
ordered to the front where, after two months’ fighting, I have been wounded in 
the arm and foot. After fighting for fifteen days in the trenches without a rest, 
on the 5th I was chosen with ten other men and.a lance-corporal to go into a barn 
about six hundred yards in front of the first line of our trenches. Early in the 
morning ‘of the 7th we heard a din going on in the woods. We thought the 
British had charged, but it turned out that the Germans had actually charged our 
men, and we were out-numbered by ten to one, but the charge was repulsed, and 
we charged them again twice. About two hours later from our positions on the 
top of the farmhouse, we observed swarms of Germans coming straight towards 


us at the barn which allowed us to enfilade on them. We let alarge number of © 


them get behind a hedge out of sight of our trenches. but in sight of us in the barn. 
They had ferns and branches on their backs, but we know that ferns and branches 
don't walk, so we took our heavy equipment, shook hands all round, and made 
up our minds to door die. We got our arms on the floor, oiled our rifle bolts; 
then we got one of our marksmen to find the range with a shot while I observed 
with my glasses. Then the lance-corporal gave the order to fire. We then sent 
about fifteen rounds per minute into them. After we had fired about 300 rounds 
each, we were relieved to see them retire at the double. . . .” 


3,000 Jewish Soldiers in South Africa. 


Pte. Alex. Lerner, Imperial Light Horse, South Africa, writes to us with 
reference to our “ Honour Record” :—I have told the other Jewish members 
of my regiment to send in their names to you, and they have promised to 
do so. I may mention that among the forces fighting in South Africa here. are 
at least 3,000 Jews, the majority of whom are volunteers. 


A Jewish Despatch Carrier. | | 
Private David Cohen, writing home to his relatives, states that he has left 
the 6th Welsh and is acting as orderly and despatch carrier for Major Gilberg 


Head (British Expeditionary Corps). “I have been transferred,” he writes, “ and 
my old colonel, Lord Ninian Stuart, told me I ought to feel proud that I was chosen 
for such a job. I wonder if you can imagine 4 battle in the air? Three days 


ago I took a despatch to headquarters. Coming back I happened to be in a. 


small town, when a German aeroplane dropped a bomb presumably with the 
intention of wrecking the railway station. Fortunately in bomb throwing, as ia 


everything else, they are bad workmen, and they only succeeded in making a hole 


in a field 200 yards away. Oneof our aeroplanes was quickly on the scene and 
within half an hour succeeded in bringing the German to earth. It was a 
splendid sight and one I am not likely to forget for some time to come.” 


A Leeds Jew at the Front. 


Pte. E. Lachovitch, of the 2nd West Yorks Regiment, writing home to his 
parents at Leeds, states that he is having a good time. “ We can't realise,” he 
says, ‘‘ that there is anything going on out the ordinary. There are 
traces of the fighting all over the place, the houses being blown up or burat 
down. . .« « Wehave had two engagements with the Germans, but they sooa 


retired.” 
THE SITUATION IN JERUSALEM. 
THOUSANDS STARVING, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


JERUSALEM, 2ND NOVEMBER.* 
The terrible cloud of anxiety and distress which has been hanging over 
Jerusalem since Turkey decided to re-mobilise, after having sent the troops home 
at the beginning of September, has to-day culminated in the horror of the announce- 
ment that there is war between Turkey and the Allies. The American flag flies 


over the British Consulate, meaning that the English who are left here will be 


protected by the United States of America. The Anglo-Palestine Bank flies the 
same flag, and on the premises of the Russian Consulate the Italian colours float. 
The Jerusalem Jews number about 50,000 ‘‘alien enemies” of Turkey, but 


the town is quiet. There is no fear of anything untoward while our steady 


Military Governor is allowed to remain at his post. The dread wraith threatening 
us is not massacre but starvation, the fear of which has been upon us for a month 
now. Of our more.than 60,000 Jews, 40,000 are dependent upon the charity of 
the world and that charity has ceased for the time being. 

The American Relief Fund of £10,000 (the second instalment of money from 
America just arrived is for Zionist purposes), brought by Mr. Maurice' Wertheim, 
the energetic young son-in-law of Ambassador Morgenthau, has been a splendid 
aid, but of course it cannot meet the situation, Of this fund, 47 per cent. came to 
Jerusalem and 40 per cent. of the amount is being spent in soup kitchens, where a 
plate of soup and bread is served once aday. The other 7 per cent. is to serve as 
a loan fund for workmen, and for small loans to persons placing'a pledge 
with the committee, and also for the sale of foodstuffs at cost price in 
exchange for paper currency. The gentlemen chosen by America as their 
agents are Mr. Ephraim Cohn (Jerusalem); Dr. A. Ruppin (Jaffa); Mr. A. 
Aronsohn (the Palestinian Colonies). Mr. Wertheim added to these gentlemen 
local General Committees representing all sections, and succeeded in a measure in 
overcoming the many difficulties which must perforce accompany the formation 
of any sort of concerted action in Jerusalem. The old building of the Evelina 
Schoo} has been granted for the time being to the American Relief Fund as offices, 
warehouse and shop. | | 

The latest news before mailing is that the train service has been stopped 
between Jerusalem and Jaffa (the line belongs to a French company). Not hun- 
dreds but thousands of people are starving here. May God have mercy on us!

We have received the following cable :— : 

Bril, who has just arrived from Palestine, reports that misery is growing 
daily among the Jewish population of Palestine. The communities in Jerusalem 
and Jaffa are already distributing daily large quantities of bread rations of 300 
grammes per person. Soon 50,000 souls will have recourse thereto, Hunger

with disastrous consequences will spread all over Palestine. Wheat is obtainable — 


in interior for cash, but there is no money to buy. Even the rich lack means,

JEWISH TERRITORIALS IN ALEXANDRIA.

ALEXANDRIA. 


The Manchester Territorials who arrived here some time ago include a large 
number of Jews. They, like their Christian fellow-soldiers, have become 
favourites of the cosmopolitan colonies of this city. As most of the “ Terriers ” here 
are well versed in the French language, they experience very little difficulty in 
making themselves popular, but great is their joy when they come across youths 
who are able to speak their own language. Touching is the manner in which the 
writer made his first acquaintance with a Jewish Territorial, in the person of Corpl. 
Hyman, of the 6th Manchester Regiment, who was undoubtedly anxious to come 
into contact with his coreligionists in this city. By chance he was passing the 
Alliance Israé¢lite School, where a poster announcing the re-opening of the school 
caught his attention. He immediately bent his steps towards the Headmaster’s 
house, where he was most heartily welcomed. Corpl. Hyman is now the friend 
and favourite of everybody at the school. 

The pupils of the Alliance Girls’ School are extremely busy working for the 
soldiers of the Allies’ armies. They have already sent a considerable quantity of 
clothing which will certainly be welcomed by the brave fellows who are now at 
the front. David Tukar Bey kindly supplied the material for the clothes. 


Similar work is being done by the pupils of the Lycée Frangais, who include a 


large number of Jewish lasses. 
A British Volunteer Corps has been formed here, and among the British 
Jews who have enlisted are Messrs. C. Rofé, W. Blattner, Rolo, and J. Afriat. It 
is interesting to note the enthusiasm with which these volunteers drill and the 
desire they, as well as the non-Jewish volunteers, manifest to lay down their lives 
for the King. | | 
The local Jewish community is untiring in its efforts to cope with the ever- 
increasing demands made upon it by the considerable number of coreligionists 
who lost their situations at the outbreak of the War. A subscription has been 
raised, to which our coreligionists responded most liberally. — | 


ATROCITIES AND RIOTING IN POLAND. 


- [FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


PETROGRAD. 

During their presence at Stchuchin the Germans robbed the Jewish population 
of all it possessed. When the Russians re-occupied the townlet, the Poles informed 
the Commander that the Jews had willingly given all they had to the enemy, so as 
to deprive the Russians of supplies. Many Jews were arrested, and eleven were 
exiled to a distant province. However, the preliminary inquiry concerning five 
Jews alone sufficed to disprove the charge, and the expulsion orders were cancelled. 

_ The latest reports state that the Jewish townlets Kibarti, Brezin, Viadislavov, 
Wishkini, Ratzki and Fullipovo are almost destroyed. At Kutno, the Germans 
burnt many Jewish houses, accusing the owners of hiding Cossacks. ; 

The last authorised report concerning the pogrom at Lodz states that nine 
streets occupied by Jews and two markets were completely pillaged, whilst many 
Jews were wounded by the Poles. The rioting extended over three days. On 
the other hand, the Catholic Archbishop of Warsaw has issued an appeal to the 
clergy to give assistance to all citizens without distinction of creed. 


MORE RUSSIAN JEWISH HEROES. 


The number of Jewish soldiers who have obtained the Order of St. George for. 


bravery has received seyeral additions. The men so honoured are Brusclovsky, who 

has been promoted Sergeant, Frumes, Glickman, Schwarts, Arshin, Koppelovitch, 
Freidin, Maslovsky, and Sergeant Beker. Altogether fifty-two Jews have won the 
Order of St. George in the present War. Others named. Pernikoff, Segal and 
Gutkin (who has, however, since died from his wounds), have received higher 
grades in the Order for fresh glorious deeds, and Katz, the first Jew who obtained 
a commission in the Russian Army, has won another medal for bravery,

Kind friends have already promised to lend a great deal of the equipment that 
is needed. Doctors, surgeons, and trained nurses have promised their services, 
and much valuable work will be done by the voluntary and qualified members. 
In fact, the whole of the staff, from the kitchen upwards, will be voluntary. 
Therefore the entire sum of moneysubscribed will go to the upkeep of the hospital, 
and will be used in aftording comfort and relief to our wounded soldiers and 
sailors. 

Subscriptions are required to enable the hospital to be opened without delay. 
A weekly subscription of 2s. 6d. is most useful, as it will keep up an occupied bed 
for one night. |

gratulate both Mrs. Corcos and ourselves upon the success of the work. 
I am pleased to report good progress in the Bene Israel School at Bombay. 


- Nevertheless, I wish we could do more to give the school a still further lift 


upwards. It would seem probabie, first, that with the present resources almost as 
much is being done as can be done; secondly, that with a larger income more 
eould be achieved. Under these circumstances, I do feel humiliated and scre thit 
the Council are compelled to keep their grant in aid, year by year, to the same 
old, low, inadequate figure of £200. If anyone is interested in India and the Bene 
Israel Community, and would like to allocate an annual sum for the benefit of the 
school, we can assure him that his gift would be greatly appreciated and spent for 


the best possible purpose. The schools to which I have hitherto alluded, together 


with-a few others which I must pass over in silence, are situated in six countries: 
Greece, Rumania, Persia, Morocco, Egypt, and India. To these schools we 
allocated last year a sum of £1,089, or almost precisely 23 per cent. of the total 
sum—/4,734—spent on educational grants. What became of the ee a 
ou a 
know the answer. It was spent in Turkey, £2,639 on the Evelina School in 
Jerusalem, and £1,006. upon schools in nine other Turkish cities, whether European 
or Asiatic. What will be the future of those cities, of the Jewish communities 
within them, and of the schools? Wecannot tell, but it is needless to say that 
the whole question of the future of the Turkish Empire causes, from the Jewish 
point of view, the most grave anxiety, as well as, if I may put it so, the most 
intense interest, to the Council of the Association. Limiting myself to the schools, 
it is not impossible that the grants which we make. to the several Alliance Schools 
in the Turkish Empire—the £1,006 to which I have just alluded—will not be 
required, or, rather, will not be able to be sent to, or applied in, their respective 
localities during’the course of our next financial year. France and Ergland are 
both at war with Turkey, and what may happen to schools which are in a certain 
sense French schools it is impossible to tell or to foresee, Still more heavy and 
special are our anxiety and | 


CONCERN ABOUT OUR OWN EVELINA SCHOOL AT JERUSALEM, 
I will mention the personal and therefore smaller anxiety first.’ For how many 


_ years have I not spoken in each successive speech of our hopes and plans for a new 
building! It did look as if those hopes were to be realised, and those plans 
putinto execution. We had actually found a new and promising site, and had taken | 


preliminary steps towards its purchase. I am glad to state that there is good 
reason to believe that the £3,400, which is mentioned as ‘ Deposit in Jerusalem on 
account of purchase of Land” on p. 61 of our report, is in no danger of being lost 
to us. But obviously all completion of the transactions, whether for acquisition of 
the new site, or for the sale of the old site (and this, too, was also being 
negotiated), must now be indefinitely postponed. It is only one more of the end- 


. less disappointments and troubles which have been caused by the war. More 


pressing and painful than the anxiety about the new building and the new site is 
Our anxiety about the children and the staff and the actual working of the school 
at the present time and in the near future. It is, however, satisfactory to know 
that we received trustworthy news of the safety of the teachers and of the regular 
continuance of the school some weeks after the inclnsion of Turkey in the war. 
Miss Landau, in the last letter received from her—daied November 2nd—showed 
the most brave and determined resolution to stick to her post and her duty, and 
we can but hope and trust that no danger will befall her, and that there will be no 
interruption of her peaceful and civilising work. If anxiety fills the hearts of the 
Executive of the Anglo-Jewish and of the Alliance Israelite, I need hardly add 
that there is also anxiety among the Executive of the Jewish Colonisation Associa- 
tion. I will not speak to-day about its work, on which, in ordinary years, there is 
usually something to say. The Colonies in the Argentine have been tried by three 
bad harvests in succession, and lately by 
SOMEWHAT LARGE INCURSIONS OF LOCUSTS} 


now to the bad harvests and the locusts there are superadded the economic issues 
of the war. Still we trust that the colonies will win their way through all these 
troubles, though extension and development must, for a season, be postponed. 
What will happen to all our various institutions in Russia itself? But our 
thoughts about these merge into our thoughts about the millions for whom these 
institutions have been called into being, and for whose sake we shall seek to keep 
them up. It is difficult to say any words which shall be both adequate and yet 
discreet, sympathetic and yet prudent, about the members of our brotherhood in 
Russia, in Rumania, in Galicia, and in Turkey, in whose fortunes and well-being 
we feel so eager and legitimate an interest. What changes for better or worse 
will the war bring to them who constitute so large a majority of the Jews of the 
whole world? We have in our report spoken in some detail about Rumania, 
where, to our sorrow, we have to repeat again the old story of “no 
improvement.” -But we have thought well to draw a veil over the condition 
of our brethren in faith within the Empire of the Tsar. Yet one 
may, at any rate, be permitted to allude with earnest sympathy to the awful 
sufferings which thousands of them are now undergoing within the area of the 
war in Russian Poland. Hundreds of women and children are, it is to be feared, 
stricken even unto death with cold and famine. Succour can only reach them 
with difficulty and delay. | 
immense number of our Russian coreligionists are fighting, and giving their lives, 
for the cause of Russia which is now also theirown. We wish them and Russia 
all success, but we cannot help hoping also, and no less eagerly, that the keen 
patriotism of the Russian Jews, already manifested upon many a bloody battle- 
field, may bring to them a well deserved amelioration of their unhappy and 
miserable lot. Nor will we or should we forget the duty of doing all that we can 
for them when the time may come and the hour may strike. That time may 
conceivably come, and that hour may possibly strike, somewhat suddenly. They 
must not find us wholly unprepared. The problems connected with Turkey are 
very different from those of Russia, but they are hardly less delicate and difficult. 
None of us can forget that Turkey includes among its provinces a — 


_ TERRITORY OF PECULIAR SENTIMENTAL INTEREST | 
to all Jews, and to many of special fascination and attraction. This is a time at 
which all of us, be our opinions and aspirations what they may, should seek 
calmly to recognise facts, whether those facts are pleasant to us or the reverse. 
We must all realise that Palestine is a country which has a special attraction for 
those, and they are not a few, who, unlike the present speaker, habitually regard 
the Jews as more, or other, than a religious brotherhood, and who, for instance, 
use the term “our people” of the Jews, and not, like myself and those who think 
with me, exclusively of the inhabitants of Great Britain. Now, while these two 
divisions of Jews exist, and about many things think differently, there is one point 
upon which they all must be agreed. That one point is this. Whether the Jews 
continue to live in the countries where they are at this hour, and in the same pro_ 
portions and agglomerations, or whether they shall be more concentrated in fewer, 


Or more scattered among more numerous, countries, in any case we all want and 


desire them to live more happily than a majority of them at present do: And by 
the word happily we all mean something more, something deeper, than pleasantly 
and comfortably. We include pleasantly and comfortably, but under “ happily ” 
we a/so include the full and best development of manhood and womanhood the 
free exercise of all citizen rights and opportunities, the free fulfilment of all citizen 


duties, | And we all also include, I think, the free maintenance, and the full and. 


And we may also fitly allude to the fact that an ’ 


glances a. 


best development, of Judaism, of the Jewish religion. Now all this seems like the 
most vapid and flaccid of platitudes, introduced here by me to mask my gliding 
over, and gliding away from, awkward problems, inconvenient difficulties uncom. 
fortable divergences of viey. But let me, in a few words, explain why what I have 
said may, after all, be something more than a platitude, why it may contain for 
all of us a warning and a counsel. People ask, what is to be done? What are 
you going to do? They say that, even when it may be still impossible to do 
anything, and before any chance for useful or effective action may have arrived 
But the sad circumstances make them restless and ill at ease. And no wonder. 
SOME CRITICISE THE CONJOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE, 

which is the special body charged with considering the conditions of our less 
fortunate brethren-in-faith in other lands and of taking such steps on their behalf 
as may be possible and expedient. Our report shows that our Conjoint Committee 
has not been wholly inactive in the past year. But, very naturally, in the present 
season of stress and crisis, the Conjoint is criticised both in its composition and its 
working. Would a larger Committee be wiser, and more usefully active ? The 
Conjoint is a body of fourteen persons, seven chosen from our Council, and seven 
from the Board of Deputies. Some of us have, perhaps, read the lengthy remarks 


in two Jewish journals about the composition of the Committee, its unrepresenta- 


tive character, its total ignorance of the sentiments and feelings of the Jewish 
democracy, and so on. Now I do not propose to reply to these criticisms ard 
questions, or to discuss them. It is hardly likely that I should entirely convert our 
critics: nor can I, so far as I know, announce that our critics have entirely con. 
verted us. The composition of the Committee depends upon an old agreement 
which was come to by the two parent bodies, and any changein that agreement 
would, I imagine, have to be discussed and resolved on by the parents. The child 
cannot change its own constitution. For myself, I am inclined, upon the whole, to 
think that we had better not swop the old horse, who has done fairly well 
in the past, till the stream has been crossed. 
be, as, to be quite candid, we are all quite aware that the antagonism to the 
Conjoint comes from the fact that, on the Nationalist and Zionist question, its 
members do not see eye to eye with their critics, this one bit of counsel I will 


give. even to-day, both to those within the Conjoint, of whom Iam one, and to 


its critics who are without. It is possible—but this I will not attempt to decide— 
that those who are within need the counsel even more than those who are without, 
We are all agreed that vigilance is necessary, but, in addition to vigilance, I think 
we need a certain open-eyedness, a certain flexibility, a certain readiness to listen 
to the views and representations of those who differ from us in opinion, but who 
think themselves as capable and intelligent as, and perhaps even more capable and 
intelligent than, ourselves. We, none of us, I hope, in any evil sense of the 
words, have our own axe to grind. But perhaps we all, more or less, have our 


own axe to grind, so far as the axe may represent the maintenance, the diffusion 


and the triumph of our own particular wishes, opinions, aspirations, and ideals. 
In comparison with the well-being of millions of our brethren in faith, it is con- 
ceivable that these wishes, opinions and aspirations of ours may be only of 
secondary importance. At some important moment or other they might, greatly 
to our disappointment and sorrow, have to take a back seat. We want

and fellow believers to live happier lives than they hitherto have lived. Let me, 


then, take two extreme hypotheses, both equally impossible to carry out, but yet 
illustrative of my meaning.. Suppose one could to-morrow transplant a/i those 
less happy millions, and put them all together into a single territory, let us say the 
territory which for some of them (the Jews to-day, let me remind you, are a very 
mixed race) may be what is often called the land of ‘their fathers, and let cs 
further suppose that there they would be happy in the very fullest and noblest 


sense of that expandable word, happy at once, and happy for ever. Might it not, — 


then, be that if we knew that this wonderful result would happen, some of us 
might have to let our own old and cherished views and ideals go to the wall? Or 
again, let us suppose that these millions could be made all of a sudden fully happy 
in the lands where now they are, or that they could be made happy by 
being taken and scattered over the wide continent of America, might 
not some of us have to forego views and ideals the very opposite 
of the former set, but no less honestly cherished and no __less 
passionately loved ?, These suppositions are parables. But the deductions that) 
under given or conceivable circumstances, it behoves us all to be adequately open- 
eyed and flexible and unselfish apply even to-day. In fact, one might say that we 
ought to cultivate open-eyedness and flexibility already to-day, in order that we 
may have them at our disposal if they should be required on the morrow. Before 


I sit down may I make one more remark of a totally different kind? We English 
Jews, like our Christian fellow-citizens and fellow-countrymen, are heart and soul 
in the war. We rejoice to think that a goodly proportion of English Jews are 
serving in the various portions of the growing English Army. We hope there will 
yet be still more. . There cannot be too many. Even as valiant Christian fights 
and slays valiant Christian, so perchance valiant tard will fight and slay valiant 
Jew. That is as it must be, and as it should be. But even as a common 
Christianity on both sides tends to make the war more awful and appalling, on the 
one hand, and also, thank God, in certain ways less savage and brutal, upon the 
other, so, too, may it also be with a common Judaism. And even in the very 
midst of a war, which we hold to be righteous and waged for the sake of righteous- 


ness, both Jew and Christian may remember those ideals which our own great 


teachers were among the first to put forward, the ideals of a time “ when the earth 


shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord, when men shall beat their swords into | 


ploughshares and their spears into pruninghooks, when nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more.” (Ch eers.)

Once let it be appreciated: that the Jewish question was being 
grappled from the national point,of view then he had no doubt that the five 
hundred London subscribers to the Association would be raised to fifty thousand. 
Zionists had been able to appeal to the imagination. With national aspirations how 
much more would the Association appeal to the masses? And it was the duty of 
the Association to appeal to the masses, for English Jewry was only a small part of 
the Jewry of the world. In the settlement of the future the Association must be 
prepared to take steps which would affect not only English Jews but the Jews of 
the world over. (Cheers.) 
: Were they Satisfied ? 


Mr. EDWARD BAUER (Manchester) regretted the poor attendance showing, in » 


his opinion, a want of appreciation of the fine work that was being done by the 
Association, He thought it a disgrace that a community like the one in Leeds 


should only subscribe #6 6s. towards the Association, and felt that if an active 
canvass would be undertaken greater support from the community generally would 
be forthcoming. | 

Mr. A. ROSENTHAL associated himself with the remarks of the last speaker, 
adding that if members of the community could only see some of the work done in 
schools under the auspices of the Association they would realise a hundred times 
more fully the benefits it conferred, He had seen the school in Mogador sup- 
ported by the Association and he could testify to the noble work being done, 
thanks to the considerable additional outlay of Mrs. Corcos, who had conducted 
the school for many years with such great success. With reference so the assurance 
that had been given them that the Conjoint Committee were taking all necessary 
measures to meet the situation, was it, he asked, fair to expect the whole of the 
Jewish community to be satisfied with that assurance? Were not the masses to be 
taken a little more into the confidence of this body? It was his opinion that 
everyone present would be failing in their duty if they did not insist upon a freer 
and fuller and more open discussion of the whole position. 

The report and balance-sheet were unanimously adopted. 


The Jews In Palestine. 


In moving a vote of thanks to the President and the other hon. officers, the 
Council and Committees and the re-election of Mr. J. Prag as Auditor, 

Mr. S. B. RuBINSTEIN asked and obtained permission to speak on another 
subject also. He proceeded to read a telegram he had received relative to the 
very precarious position of the Jews in Palestine, thousands of whom were 
starving, and on which an appeal was made on their behalf. He reminded the 


- Council that the Jews in Palestine were, in the main, Russian and Rumanian 


subjects. In the circumstances he asked whether it would not be possible to 


endeavour to get the authorities to regard these Jews as strictly neutral, which in 
fact, they were, together with the Jewish institutions in that country. Touching | 


non the question of the Conjoint Committee, he said that there was room for the 
ha cl in it of representatives of other phases and ideals of Judaism other than 
those already represented by the members who constituted that Committee. He 
urged the Conjoint Committee to bear in mind that there was not one city in the 
whole of the diaspora in which some souls were not yearning for Zion, and it was 
the duty of the Committee to hold itself in preparedness for the occasion which 
might arise that would afford the opportunity of those aspirations being realised. 
He felt it a great honour that he, who was so actively associated with the Zionist 
movement, should have been invited to express their thanks to the President. 


Tribute to Jewish Patriotism. 
Major WILLIAM SCHONFIELD, in supporting the motion, said he had been 


greatly inspired by the Chairman's address and had been moved to more active 


interest in the welfare of the Association. He referred to the impetus given to the 
Glasgow Branch by the holding of the last annual meeting there of the Association

A Grave Outlook.

At the same time the Report proved to them that the Association realised to the fuly 
the gravity of thesituationandoftheoutlook. Atnotime for over twohundred years, 
it was recognised, was the outlook so grave as was the case now. The fourteen years 
in the twentieth century had brought many disillusionments to the Jews, and there 
might be still greater disappointments for the Jews in store. What of the future? 
was a question which assailed their ears, but no man could answer it. Professor 
Vinagradoff in a small work told them that the rebellious elements in Russia were 


. filled with hopefulness for the future, and the Professor himself was very hopeful. 


If this man was filled with hope, then they too might also be hopeful. A new spirit 
might arise and, they could never tell, it might be for the best. He recognised 
that the decisive hour for the Jewish question might strike at any moment, and 


as far as he could see, the Council and the Conjoint Committee would be prepared 
when it did strike. | 


Confidence in the Conjoint Committee. 


Mr. B. Kiscu, in moving a vote of thanks to the Branches, said that so far as 
pecuniary support was concerned, the Association derived from the branches more 
than from London. It was needless for him to say that the Council were 
grateful to the branches, although he could not refrain from adding that some 
of them ought to blush for the meagre contributions. He would take the oppor- 
tunity of reassuring some of the previous speakers as to the position of the 
Conjoint Committee vis a@ vis the question of Jewry generally. It was 
unnecessary to remind them that no-one could forecast what the position might be 
at the close of the war. The Conjoint Committee was, however, fully alive to all 
the possibilities that might arise. The Committee was exercising the utmost 
vigilance and was moreover fully alive to the views of all sections of Jewry, and 
the views and opinions of the more active Zionists would not be overlooked when 
the time arrived. So far as was humanly possible to speak in advance, he thought 
it was quite safe to say that the future could be left with great confidence in the 
hands of the Conjoint Committee, who. were sufficiently well advised to seek advice 
from other sections whose views were at present not adequately represented on 
that body. 

Mr. H. G. LousaDaA, in seconding the motion, endorsed the observations that 
had been made by the previous speaker. It was happy to think that the branches 
took such a healthy interest in the work of the Association’ 

Second-Lieut. EpWIN SCHONFIELD, Hon. Secretary of the Glasgow Branch, 
replied to the compliment, and expressed the pleasure it had afforded him to be 
present at that morning's proceedings.

INCREASE IN THE AMOUNT OF RELIEF, 

A meeting of the Board of Guardians was held at the Institution last Monday,

The PRESIDENT opened the proceedings by moving a vote of sympathy with 
the family of the late Mr. Raphael. The death of Mr. Raphael, he said, was a real 
éss to the Board despite the fact that his failing health bad prevented him from 
taking an active part in the work for the past two years. In the ten years Mr. 
Raphael had served as Vice-President they all had learnt to appreciate his sound 
judgment, his tact and consideration for the opinions of others, and above all his 
kindness of heart in dealing with the distress and poverty to which it was the pro- 
vince of that Institution to minister. Mr. Raphael’s legal training, and his natural, 
although untrained, aptitude for business, admirably fitted him for the work of the 
Board, which not infrequently made high demands upon the administration of the 
varied undertakings. His close connection with the London Hospital enabled him | 
to render very conspicuous service to the Board when the bequest of the late 
Samuel Lewis took effect. In all the arrangements connected with the choice of 
the site for the Convalescent Home, the erection of the Home and the scheme of 
its management, Mr. Raphael took the principal part, and it was a remarkable 
tribute to his capable conduct of these matters that from the day of the opening of 
the Institution there had not been a hitch in its working.’ His most active connec- 
tion with the Board synchronised with periods of frequent stress and difficulty, but 
these were overcome and had left the Board. stronger in its hold upon public sym- 
pathy within and without the community. To this result, which was a source of 
pleasure and pride to their departed friend, Mr. Raphael contributed in no small 
degree, and they would always hold his services in grateful and affectionate remem- 
brance. 

Mr. ARTHUR STIEBEL testified to the intense interest evinced in the welfare 
of the Board by Mr. Raphael. |

Mr. Cohen gave 
details of the expenditure on old and new cases for the months of the year under 
review, showing that the total expenditure for the period this year was £2,271 for 


2,248 cases, as against £1,347 for 1,416 cases in the corresponding period of last.

It was hardly likely that there would be a decrease in the amount of relief 


this side of the year. 
Alien Relief Societies. 


The CHAtRMAN reported that £500 had been received from the Central Council 
of United Alien Relief Societies, being a grant in recognition of the very valuabilg 


assistance rendered by the Board in dealing with destitute Jewish cases.

Work for the Unemployed.

For Jewish history is a Revela 
tion with a message for every generation, and the sum of its teaching is contained 
in the Chanucah text: ‘“ Not by might, nor by power, but by My Spirit, saith the 
Lord of Hosts.” Antiochus opens the list of religious persecutors, and the “ Book 
of Jewish Martyrs” opens with this handful of Jews ready to lay down their lives 
for ‘a piece of parchment,” for Israel's holy Torah. The Maccabean martyrs and 
warriors proved that Force cannot crush the Spirit, because there are stronger 
things in the world than force. A remnant will always successfully protest; there 
will always be a small cruse of oil by which will be again kindled the flame that 
will illumine the world by the light of true religion. For all time they taught that 
Kultur propagated by force was not culture, ‘Not by might nor by force, but 
by God's Spirit.” Deification of Force was largely responsible for bringing about 
the present war. Jews utterly reject the new heathen doctrine that the weak must 
go to the wall and that it was the duty of the strong to help them to go to the 
wall, And the spirit that has caused England to protest against this creed we owe 
to the Maccabees. We Jews, therefore, cannot remain indifferent to the struggle 
that is now being waged with its vast Messianic issues; and the splendid response 
which Jewish manhood in this country has made proves that we have not remained 
indifferent..

Mr. Easterman said he had called on the American Consul, who informed him 
that applicants for relief must produce evidence of (a) nationality, (b) destitution, 
and (c) military papers of exemption or discharge from service ; that this necessity 
was based on instructions from the German and Austrian Governments, which 
provided the funds adminstered by the American Embassy. 
of the interned would not receive relief from these funds where they were in receipt 
of relief from the Parish Authorities or any other source. In these circumstances 
it was decided to urge the constituent institutions to redouble their efforts in the 
collections to meet the additional burdens. | 

The Hon. SECRETARY submitted the letter from the Local Government 
Board Committee in charge of the Prince of Wales’ Fund, intimating that his 
representations on their previous decision that persons not of British nationality 
could not properly receive relief from that fund had been carefully considered, but 
that it was impossible to alter that decision. The Hon. Secretary intimated that 
the Board of Deputies had requested a copy of this decision, and that the Secre- 
tary of the Board was taking instructions in regard to the matter. 

The report of the Executive regarding the proposed Jewish School was sub- 
mitted. It stated that a deputation had waited on the School Board of Glasgow 
and discussed various aspects of the proposal. Intimation was subsequently 
received that “while the School Board were not prepared to grant a special school 
for Jewish children, facilities would be given for religious instruction from 9 a.m. 
to 10 a.m., instead. of from 4 p.m. to 5 p.m., as at present in any school where the 
number of Jewish children warranted it.” The report further stated that the 
Executive had carefully considered the decision, and had agreed to recommend to 

the Council the rejection of the proposal of the Board, and that the Council 
should again approach the School Board:in six months with the scheme. The 
School Board’s proposal was both expensive and, with the teaching material 
available, quite inoperative. After discussion it was unanimously agreed to accept 
the Executive's recommendation, and an undertaking was given by the Talmud 
Torah representatives that nothing would be done by that body in the way of acting 
upon the Board's proposal, action which might prejudice the Council's scheme. 

It having been found impossible to interview the Secretary for Scotland owing to 
his having left Glasgow sooner than was anticipated, Mr. M. Olsberg, Junior 
Vice-President, and Mr. Easterman, M.A., LL.B., Hon. Secretary of the Repre- 
sentative Council, were received on Saturday in Edinburgh by Mr. Robert 
Munro, K.€., M.P., the Lord Advocate for Scotland, with whom they discussed 
the position in regard to the Jewish prisoners of war, and particularly in regard to 
the reported issue of a Bond in the event of release in particular cases. It is

Toynbee Record has unconsciously unearthed the Sabbath Goy, a contributor 
fo that journal dealing en passant with the genus in his article on “ Unemployment 
Among Women in Stepney.” In a suggestive footnote, the writer assures us that 


“Jewish families, who normally engage a Christian woman to do housework for a 
few days (especially on the Sabbath), have dispensed to a large extent with these 
services.” It is hardly likely that the Sabbath Goy—a sadly diminished species, 
be it added—has been entirely dispensed with, the war notwithstanding. Asa matter 
of solid fact, the present writer has heard of a case in which the Sabbath Goy— 
fastidious, most patriotic lady !—refused to poke the fire of a regular client, for the 
reason that they were “henemy ailings.” The unfortunate family, for the matter 
of that, are Russian-born. The post was not vacant for long. 


Thecurator of Whitechapel Museum, to whose investigations reference was made 
in our last issue, explains that the sea bream (alias “‘ bull’s-eye ”) is one of the most 
popular of that cosmopolitan finny throng that stare at the heavens with unseeing 
eyes {from the barrows of Wentworth Street. Specimens of all the fish already 
recorded have been secured and preserved for museum purposes, one pleasing 
feature of the search being the ready co-operation of the dealers who were “good 
enough to retain any out-of-the-way specimens coming into their hands.”
